first. 


But, he added, "there 
appeared 


to be five cases in the first district 
papers in which a husband 
had 


signed his own name and that of 
his wife, or vice versa." 


Jackson 
said 
he 
discovered 


"three definite duplications" 
in 


telephone checks last night, 
but 


was unable to complete his inves- 
tigation by telephone and closed his 
office at 10:30 p.m., EST. 


Grant, who expressed 
surprise 


that the validity of the 
signatures 


was challenged and offered to file 
"thousands more if necessary," is- 
sued this brief statement: 


"As one of many New Hamp- 


shire Republicans, I 
am interest- 


ed in learning if our President, 
Dwight Eisenhower, is to seek re- 
nomination.

Elections to 
Be March 17 


The annual school election will 


be held by the qualtified electors 
of the various school districts of 
Hempstead 
County on Saturday, 


March 17, 
between the hours of 


8:00 a. m. and 6:30 
p. m. 
The 


electors will vote a miilage to be 
levied for building, 
debt service 


and general fund for the operation 
of schools pf their districts. A dist- 
rict must vote at least 18 mills to 
qualtify for state aids. 


Districts electing board members 


sre as follows: Hope School Dist- 
rict No. 1-A elects two directors, 
one for Post No. 1 and one for Pcit 
No. 2, each to serve for three years. 
Spring Hill School District No. 10 
elects two directors, one for Post 
No. 11 for five years 
and one for 


Post No. 2 for three years. Blevins 
School District No. 2, Hempstead 
County School District No. 3, Pat- 
mos School District No. 9, Saratoga 
School District No. 11, Washington 
School District No. 12 and Guernsey 
School District No. 20 elect one dir- 
ector 
each for a period 
of five 


years. 


The polling places in these dist- 


ricts will be the same as hereto- 
fore designated. 


Two members are to be elected 


on the County Board of Education, 
one from the County at Large for 
a period of five years, and one from 
Zone No. 3 
for a period of two 
years. 


All vacancies of school boards or 


county board members filled by 
appointment since the last annual 
school election must be elected by 
popular vote in this election to com- 
plete the unexpired term of the one 
making the vacancy. 


The 1957-58 proposed school bud- 


get of each district together with 
tax rate must be made public on 
or before January 17, 1956. 


All districts must publish a legal 


notice of election once a week for 
three consecutive weeks, the first 
publication to be at least 20 days 
before the election. 


To place a name on the ballot 


for school director a petition must 
be signed by at least 20 electors of 
that school district designating the 
post for which he is running and 
the petition must be filed with the 
secretary of the County Board of 
Election Commissioners at least 20 
days prior to the school election. 
For a name to be placed on the bal- 
lot for a position on the 
County 


Board a petition must be signed by 
at least 
50 qualified electors 
at 


least 20 days before the election, 
The final date for filing these pet* 
itions is February 25, 


The election officials to conduct 


the annual schopl election will be 
selected by the County Board of 
Election Commissioners, it was 
Announced by E. i(.

ST. LOUIS, (#) —A commission 


of college presidents told their fel- 
low presidents today that too many 
of them are talking too much and 
studying too little.
